Physical  Characteristics  of  Area,^ 

The  area  is  hilly  in  character  with  a wealth  of  pleasantly  wooded  slopes-  rising 
from  a level  of  i^J0O  ft,  at  the  River  Goyfc  to  the  highest  point  of  1,018  ft,  above  moan 
sea  levol.  On  the  north  west  boundary  iho  residential  area  of  Jackson's  Edge  follows 
roughly  the  lino  of  the  700  ft  contour. 

Through  the  centre  of  the  area  runs  the  trunk  road  to  Stoclq)ort  on  the  west,  and 
Buxton  on  the  east.  Development  has  always  tended  to  follow  this  road  and  along  its 
length  most  of  the  building  has  at  various  times  taken  place. 

The  area  is  residential  in  character,  iiio  majority  of  the  rosidents  working  in 
Manchester,  end  the  larger  towns;  it  could,  in  effect,  bo  termed  a dormitory  for  the 
larger  towns. 

Agrioulturo  forms  the  basic  industry,  the  nature  of  the  countryside  lending  itself 
to  dairy  farming,  l{any  of  the  local  inhabitants  are  enployod  at  a large  nlll

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  control  of  the  Ambulance  Sertices  and  the  responsibility  for  them  passed 
from  the  local  authorities  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  under  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  Under  the  nev/  service  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
having  patients  removed  to  Hospital, 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Area, 

Nursing  facilities  are  not  provided  by  the  local  authority. 

The  District  Nurse  of  the  County  District  Nursing  Association  is  available 
for  general  and  maternity  work,  A Health  Visitor  of  the  County  Council 

also  serves  the  area. 

Over  the  years  the  local  branch  of  the  British  Rod  Cross  Society  have  had  a 
band  of  skilled  volunteers  who  have  willingly  given  of  their  tinK:  and  their 
leisure  to  the  needs  of  homo  nursing. 


Ifo-ternity  and  Nursing  Homes, 

No  facilities  are  available  in  the  area. 
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Hospitals. 

Gases  of  infectious  disease  are  talceii  to  the  Hyde  Isolation  Hospital,  v/hich  is 
now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ashton,  Hyde  and  Glossop  Hospital  Management 
Conanittee.  Formerly  the  Council  had  two  "beds  rosorvod  for  local  cases  at  this 
Hospital. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  clinical  treatment  is  available  in  the  area.  An  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
provided  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  is  held  on  alternative  weeks  at  the 
Council  Offices.  This  is  al\7ays  well  attended. 


Mortuary. 

No  mortuary  is  available  in  the  area,  but  the  Council  have  an  arrangement  for 
the  use  of  that  belonging  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hazel  Grove  and 
Bramhall,

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Gircumstanecs  of  the  Area. 


The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  with  \vater  from  the  mains 
of  the  3toclq)ort  Corporation.  Some  farms  and  several  isolated  houses  are  still 
without  a piped  supply.  They  rely  mostly,  for  their  supply,  on  natural  wells 
and  si^rings,  fev/  actually  having  their  ovm.  boreholes.  The  cost  of  laying 
mains  to  some  of  these  isolated  premises  would  be  very  hi^  and  this  has  acted 
as  a detetren'bj ' in  other  cases  thc^hysical  characteristics  of  the  land  itself 
make  it  an  almost  impossible  task. 

The  supply  of  water  is  of  exceptional  quality  and  is  subject  to  frequent 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  by  the  Stockport  Coiporation.  A tyjDical 
analysis,  selected  at  random  is  reported  on  as  follows

The  major  portioii.  of  the  premises  in  tho  area  are  connected  to  the  Council's 
sewers.  Properties  which  arc  not  are  usually  in  such  isolated  positions  that 
it  is  impracticable  to  connectithem  to  the  sewers.  The  two  sev/age  disposal 
works  owned  by  the  Council  have  performed  iheir  functions  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  tie  disposal  of  the  sludge,  but  this 
has  nov;  been  overcome,  A farmer  in  the  a?ea  now  utilises  it  after  drying 
for  his  land.  There  have  been  no  new  works  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal 
undertaken  during  the  year. 


(a)  Rivers  and  Streams, 

The  River  Goyt  forms  the  Northern  Boundary  of  the  District  and  the 
effluents  from  the  larger  sewage  works  at  Waterside  discharge  into  it. 
Sampling  of  the  effluents  by  the  Catchment  Board  frequently  takes  place.

(c)  Public  Cleansing;. 

The  direct  labour  refuse  service  instituted  by  tho  Council  has 
continued  to  function  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  salvage  aiid  the  contents 
of  the  pail  closets  have  been  regularly  collected  by  it.  The^ 

of  the  pail  closets  are  tipped  into  the  specially  designed  tan^c  which 
can  bo  fitted  to  the  vehicle.  Discharge  of  the  contents  taJees  place 
by  tipping  into  the  Council' s sev/er. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the 
Counoil'a  Greenshall  Tip.  After  discharge  tho  refuse  “ 

&'  layer  of  ashes,  %*;-oh  is  raked  and  spread  over  it.  of  tho 

tip  is  also  dressed  with  ashes  and  constantly  raked  and  levelled. 


'.o  Collection. 

The  follomng  figures  give  the  amount  of  salvage  collected  during  the 
year  and  the  value  it  v/as  sold  for.  The  high  figure  of  8 tons  10  cv/ts 
w^s  the  result  of  a Salvage  Week, 
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Rod-ont  Control, 

A full  time  rodent  operative  is  shared  by  Dislcy  and  two  neighbouring 
authorities. 

The  Council's  sewers  were  treated  for  rat  infestation  during  the  year. 
Infestation  at  both  treatment  perioch  found  to  be  slight. 

The  sewage  works  and  refuse  tip  were  inspected  regularly  and  treated 
when  necessary. 

At  the  main  sewage  works  by  the  River  Goyt  it  was  found  that  rats  were 
living  in  the  banlc  of  the  river.  This  wa,s  treated  and  no  further  trouble 
was  experienced.  21^  infestations  in  private  property  were  successfully 


dealt  v\dth.

Milk  Supply. 

The  area  is  on  the  edge  of  the  great  Cheshire  Plain,  and  the  farms  are  generally 
of  small  acreage  - probably  120  acres  being  the  largest  in  the  area.  Fertility  varies 
very  considerably  from  farm  to  farm,  and  ovdng  to  the  hilly  nature  of  the  district 
fields  are  small. 

On  the  Register  there  a.ro  20  Cowkeopers,  the  majority  of  whom  disiaose  of  either  the  whole 
or  part  of  their  Millc  by  retail.  Sixteen  are  undesignated  producers  and  four  have 
obtained  accredited  staidard, 

Thirty-eiglit  inspections  to  fams  and  their  dairies  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
Ii^provements  in  methods  of  milking  and  enexuipment  have  boon  secured,  the  results  of 
the  work  are  iTianifest  in  the  gradual  but  continued  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
samples.
